Unlearned In the ways of Kleg, 
residents nnd tourists call It the "saus- 
sage tree.” 

Seeds from one of which the tree 
grew were brought to America from 
Africa 32 years ago by a plant explor¬ 
er for the United Stules Department 
of Agriculture. 

Experiments by the Department of 
Agriculture resulted In several thriv¬ 
ing trees In the vicinity of Miami, but 
none was a prolific bearer. 

Keccnlly, however, a whim of na¬ 
ture brought the tree into full bloom; 
then followed the slow but gradual 
development of the "sausage links," 
nnd there were 48 swinging from the 
tree. They are not edible and are of 
no use save as ornaments.

The first step In growing alfalfa is 
| to build up the fertility of soils on 
which it is to he planted unless it is 
alrendy In good condition. 

When the soil Is acid, one to three 
tons of lime should be applied to the 
ncre. Soil that has been neglected or 
which is In a poor state of fertility 
should have heavy applications of ma¬ 
nure early In the spring. The manure 
should he mixed Into the soil with a 
dl.sk harrow. Then a crop of soy 
beans should he grown and turned un 
der. 

In the fall the field should be plowed 
and allowed to lie fallow during the 
winter freezes. Sow lespedeza in Feb¬ 
ruary nnd turn it under when it lias 
reached maximum growth, which 
should not be Inter than September 1. 
The crop should he disked well before 
being turned under. Then the lime 
should he disked into the soil nnd the 
Held left to stnnd for two weeks. Next 
should he an application of floo pounds 
of •1-12-4 fertilizer per ncre nnd anoth¬ 
er disking, followed by n section bur¬ 
row and then a eultipneker. 

Following the two seasons of pre¬ 
paring the soli, at least 25 pounds of 
quality alfalfa seed should be sown to 
the acre by drill or by hand between 
September 15 and October 15. If the 
fall seeding does not produce n full 
stand, another seeding may be made 
•bout March 1 to 15 or sooner If the 
weather is favorable. 

Double inoculations give the best 
results. Bacteria cultures and soil 
from Helds which have been growing 
alfalfa are good inoeulnnts. 

Farmers whose soil is in a high state 
of fertility may start their alfalfa 
crops tills fall without going through 
the two seasons of preparation men¬ 
tioned above.

Tar Treatment Is Urged 
for Sheep Having Grubs 

Sheep that are suffering from grubs 
are not Infested with worms, but the 
larval form of the sheep gad tly. The 
My deposits eggs about the nostrils of 
the animals in the warm summer 
weather, und these work their way up 
through the nostrils to the sinuses 
or spaces In the head. Here they re¬ 
main through the winter and drop out 
the next spring, pupate in the soil for 
a few weeks, and then hatch Into files, 
to repeat the egg laying process the 
following summer. There is no prac¬ 
tical treatment for removing these 
larvae grubs from the nostrils, once 
they art* there, hut something cun he 
done to prevent the gad tly from lay¬ 
ing her eggs oil the sh«ep. Tills is 
accomplished by offering the flock n 
darkened place to retreat into during 
the hours of bright sunshine on sum¬ 
mer days, and by smearing the nose 
with pine tar every three or four days. 
The lar can lie applied with an old 
glove or by making a salt box with a 
lid in which holes about a foot apart 
and three Inches In diameter have been 
bored. Smear the edges of the holes 
" ith tar nad put salt In the box. As 
the sheefi reach through for tin* salt, 
they smear the tar on their noses, and 
tills has been found effective In repel- 
ling tlie Mies which lay the eggs.— 
Wallaces’ Farmer.

Sterilize Soils, Control 
Weeds, Using Electricity 

Sterilizing soils by use of electricity, 
to render them disease and weed fret*, 
in the opinion of engineers in the de¬ 
partment of agricultural engineering 
nt the Ohio State university, promises 
to supplant older methods employed 
by greenhouse men in sterilizing soils 
for propagating benches, pot work. In 
hotbeds and cold frames. 

Fp to now, chemical and steam nnd 
dry heat have been employed. Two 
ways of using electricity have been 
deviat'd. One uses electrical heating 
elements buried In the soil. Soil itself, 
in the other, is the conductor. The 
electricity, pussing through the soil, 
heats the soil moisture to steam, 
which does the sterilizing. 

About one kilowatt-hour of electri¬ 
city is required to sterilize a cubic 
lout of soil. A sterilizer holding five 
cubic feet of soil can lie built nt a 
snail cost for materials.

Selecting a Horse 

With the demand for horses Increas¬ 
ing the following points which might 
prove valuable to the buyer are of¬ 
fered. It is not the condition of the 
horse alone that should be considered. 
True enough it Is well to be sure lie 
has no blemishes and that his build, 
etc., indicate he is well fitted for work, 
endurance and long life. But even 
more Important than this is whether 
or not he is fitted for the particular 
type of work you will want him to do. 
On the farm tlie different Jobs for the 
horse vary a great deal in nature, and 
therefore the animal best fitted for all 
Is the one to be chosen. The large 
horse weighing uround a ton may be 
very good for Jobs where a great 
amount of strength Is required but the 
extra weight might slow him up 
enough so that he will not be efficient 
for numerous other lighter tasks. The 
medium-sized, well-proportioned horse, 
provided he has a show of energy and 
willingness, usually proves to be the 
best fitted for general farm work.—

Scours in Dairy Calves 

Scours is usually caused by im¬ 
proper feeding and it Is much easier 
to prevent than cure, says the North 
Carolina State college. When the first 
symptoms appenr Isolate the calf and 
reduce the milk feed by half. The 
substitution of grass hay for legume 
hay will also aid iir the recovery. One 
to three tablespoons full of castor oil, 
depending upon the age of the calf, 
should be given followed by a teuspoon 
full of a mixture containing one part 
ot salol to two parts each of subnl- 
trute of bismuth and bicarbonate of 
soda. Repeat dose at intervals of 
about six hours until diarrhea is 
stopped. Prevention, however, is the 
best cure and the cause of the trouble 
should be located nnd removed. 


Lappets are no more. 

And In case you should want to 
know' what a lappet Is, they were once 
officially described as "graceful head¬ 
dresses worn at court" In the Victor¬ 
ian era, reports the UP. Service. 

In fact, lappets were all the rage 
then. Now, by an order of Queen 
Mary herself, they have become ex¬ 
tinct Until recently tlie dress regu¬ 
lations for those attending court In¬ 
cluded the words "Lace lappets may 
be worn." In the new copies of these 
regulations, however, the statement la 
missing. 

"We deleted It because women go¬ 
ing to court frequently asked us what 
lappets were, and we did not know," 
said an official of the lord chamber¬ 
lain’s office in an interview. "The 
queen decided that this old headdress 
was obsolete, and the sentence was 
struck out. The fashion has not been 
seen at court for thirty years." 

But It does not matter, anyway, for 
it is Impossible to buy a lappet here. 
They Just don’t know what they are. 
although one of the very oldest of the 
assistants said that they used to be 
worn across the front of the hair, 
fulling over the ears on either side.

Bothersome Goat Grass 

where wheat Is grown continuously, 
eradication of goat grass Is difficult. 
Some furiners sow infested spots while 
the plants are still greeu and burn the 
straw as soon as dry. Others avoid 
infested spois In harvesting, and later 
pile straw on them and burn It. Still 
others disk Helds as soon as the grass 
seedlings are well up In the full und 
before the wheat Is sown. Control of 
goat grass Is not difliciflt where rota¬ 
tion with row crops Is possible. It Is 
easily killed by cultivation. The only 
complicating fuctor is the difficulty of 
killing plants growing In fence rows, 
roadways nad other waste places. The 
grass does not compete with native 
grasses In undisturbed sod. 


Cutting Hay Crops 

Alfalfa, clovers and other hay crops 
should he cut at the usual stages of 
muturlty this yeur, even though the 
drouth in many sections has stunted 
the growth of the plants, says A. 0. 
Arny, held crops specialist, Univer¬ 
sity Farm, St. Paul. There Is nothing 
to be gained by delaying the flrst cut¬ 
ting, as any additional growth can he 
harvested In later cuttings und the 
quality of the flrst crop will be better 
It harvested at the usual stage. Al 
falfa should be cut when one-fourth 
of the plants are In bloom; clover 
when tlie flrst heads are turning 
brown, and timothy right after blos¬ 
soming. S
